Hearst lia.I other letters in addition 
to those which he gave out, and that 
these other letters if made public at 
the same time would have showed how 
harmless was his connection with the 
Standard people. 
Foraker defends his conduct as a 
senator in regard to the r,n> 
hill and 
ihe Brownsville affair 
He d*elar 
that Roosevelt is responsible for the 
panic of 1907. 
Speaking of his friendship for trust 
officials, 
Foraker deals 
with 
Taft's 
friendship for them. 
He says that 
at Middle Bass Island a few weeks ago 
Taft was the gmst of C. T Lewis, a 
Standard Oil attorney for years, and 
that in traveling to Middle Bass Island 
Taft used the yacht of Richardson, a

Liverpool's “Vacant Storerooms in the Path of Prohibition” 
are found, part of them, outside city limits—therefore not affect 
ed by prohibition; some remo«leled and in legitimate business; 
many ot them dilapidated and in poor location for business use. 
There is not now a desirable business room vacant iu the busi 
ness portion of the city. 
A huge share of the $400,000.<M) for 
merly spent in the r>.‘» saloons ot that city, has helped to sustain 
business (luring the depression, according to the testimony ol 
business men. 
Ashland, < )., reports by one ol its bankers, that, under pro 
hibition, 1,800 bank accounts aggregating over $400,000.00 have 
been started by meu who never had a bank account before. 
Cambridge, O., after several years of dry experience, voted 
back saloons, and reports an increase of 250 per cent in crime. 
Kansas City bankers report that prohibition is saving the 
city 2 12 millions ot dollars annually. 
Hank deposits increase«! 
iL> per cent in 22 months of prohibition. 
Trumbull < 'ounty infirmary reports 85 per cent of its inmates, 
Cuyahoga County Infirmary 00 per cent of its inmates due to 
dtink. 
I in- Mansfield Reformatory, with 900 young men im 
prisoned, reports S.'» per cent of them chargeable to drink. 
The 
farmer and every other taxpayer must see how profitable it is 
to keep saloons to cause this large taxation, many times the 
amount received from saloons in tax. 
A very conservative estimate places the sum spent in Sa 
lem s saloons at $150,000 per year. 
The amount is probably 
more, 
turn this large sum yearly into dry goods, shot's, gro 
ceiies and other useful things, then count the diminution in th«» 
indirect cost ot drink traffic, then consider the advantage to men 
who wish to be free from the temptation of a “business’’ (?) 
which grows tat on their weakness, and see how much gain in 
dollars and cents, as well as other ways would result. 
Where the Saloon Tax Goes 


Three-tenths of this tax goto the State, to maintain the m 
sane and StaU* prisoners—mostly the product of the saloons. 
Four tenths of the tax go to the county poor fund—to re- 
ueve the ianxilies made destitute mainly by the saloons. 
Two-and-one-halt tenths go to the police* fund—to battle 
w »th the disorder and crime largely created by the saloons. 
The saloon tax being used to fight the saloon evils, that tax 
jecomes unnecessary when the saloons with their evil conse­ 
quences are removed. 
Saloon men have printed the statement that “ If this county 
'v,on ^ *iave enough money to run our schools and 
will ha,ve to close them 
That is a foolish falsehood. The State 
iu* never taken one cent of tin* saloon tax for school revenue.
